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A Lesson From Politics. 


There is no question that important mon- 
ey interests attract into the church the car- 
nally minded; those who care less for the 
prayer-meetings than for office in denomina- 
tional boards. Important money interests 
will also tend to debauch those who handle 
the finances, by insidious and almost imper- 
ceptible influences, by way of using the funds 
or pecuniary advantages for assisting friends. 

When brethren maintain their integrity, 
notwithstanding these influences, influences 
which destroy so many politicians, they are 
worthy of double honor. 

Our mind has been drawn to this subject by 
observing, at the late meeting of the Exec- 
utive Board of the Christian Publishing As- 
sociation, an entire willingness for all the 
proceedings to be open to the public. It was 
a sign of official integrity. There was noth- 
ing to conceal; these officers were not afraid 
of publicity. The Executive Board consisted 
of Judge O. W.Whitelock, Hon. A. C. Cable, 
Dr. D. M. Helfenstein, Rev. I. H. Gray, and 
Rey. G. D. Lawrence. They were all present. 
At no meeting when we were there did we see 
the least inclination to transact business, or 
consider subjects, in secret. 

Those who are observant of politics are 
aware that there is an increasing demand 
for publicity, not only in the affairs of strict- 
ly governmental nature, but even in the affairs 
of important corporations. All our readers 
know that a law was lately passed by Con- 
gress requiring a degree of publicity in the 
affairs of corporations doing business in dif. 
ferent states. 


It may be remembered that J. P. Morgan 
and others of his stripe were opposed to such 
law as detrimental to business; just as some 
ecclesiastical officials do not think it wise 
for the people to know all about the manage- 
ment of denominational finances. And the 
Detroit Free Press of November 3, 1903, in 
commenting on the late: enormous swindle 
of the Shipbuilding Trust, used the following 
sarcastic language: 

However it may be worth while to recall the fact 
that’ some of the eminent promoters connected with 
this shipbuilding trust were among the bitterest op- 
ponents of the publicity clause in the department of 
commerce act. They believe it is bad public policy 
for a government to send its minions ‘to overhaul ae 
corporation’s books and give the public information 
that is not contained in the prospectus. It is-an in- 
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terference with the right of the. individual to “bunco” 
bis neighbor, if his neighbor is trusting or credulous 
in the slightest degree. It. restricts personal liberty 
and imposes upon commerce a paternalistic system 
which disturbs business. In short this publicity 
clause is little better than a governmental outrage, 
and the more we know about the interna] management 
of the United States Shipbuilding Co. the better we 
understand the bitter opposition which was manifest- 


ed to the clause. 

Now that this thing of publicity is agita- 
ting the public mind, with reference to politics 
and commerce, we may as well take it into 
consideration with regard to denominational 
affairs, before we meet with some grave dis- 
aster or scandal. We honor the Executive 
Board of the C. P. A. for setting the example 
and establishing a precedent. It may have 
been done unconsciously. If so, it is the more 
impressive. And it gives us the opportunity 
to announce that secret meetings of our rep- 
resentatives, or “executive sessions,” will not 
be approved, and that brethren that demand 
them will discredit themselves. 


It is not often that politicians furnish mor 
al instruction to ministers of the gospel; but 
on October 26th, 1903, we read the following 
words in the Chicago Examiner, in the de 
partment of the paper that is intensely 
political : 

What is it that the Council Committee desires to 
talk about in secret with the traction representatives? 
What is all this dark-alley and masked-man perform- 
ance anyway? 

What is the nature of this business that the people 
can know nothing about? 

We fear the Aldermen that are arranging these star- 
chamber affairs do not know the temper of the people 
on this matter. Otherwise we should hardly see these 
Aldermen going out of their way to insult public in- 
telligence by making a show of the very secret and 
underhanded and sneaking methods that the people 
most detest. 


But however it happens, whether it is true as re- 
ported, that one of these Aldermen has announced 
that he does not care what the public wants, or for 
whatever reason the committee has gone into the sub- 
cellar performance, it should get out of it at once. 

There is absolutely not one word that the represen- 
tatives of the city can say honorably to the traction 
companies that cannot and should not be said in 
public. 

There is absolutely not one honest proposition these 
hired men of the city can make to the traction compa- 
nies that every citizen of Chicago is not entitled to 
hear about. 

If they intend to deal fairly and honestly for the 
city they are hired to serve, they need not be ashamed 
of anything they do in that service. 

Nothing in such a matter as this requires to be done 
in the manner of sneak thieves except things too dirty 
and disreputable to be done in the open day. 

We call the attention of the Aldermen alse to the 
fact, which they seem to have overlooked, that this 
is not their city. : 

They are hired by the people of Chicago to do: cer- 
tain kinds of work as public servants, and there is 
nothing in the terms of their employment that gives 
them the slightest privilege to transact public busi- 
ness in the dark. 

And of all the people of Chicago there is not one, 
however humble, that is not entitled to know every 





word and syllable that his paid representative says 
about these things and everything that representative 
does to defend this city from the rapacity of the cor- 
porations that are trying to seize its streets. 

When, therefore, these paid representatives under- 
take to transact business in secret with these corpora- 
tions, we think it necessary to warn them very gravely 
that they are directing upon themselves such a degr 2 
of public suspicion and -contempt as men that care 
for their reputations usually strive to avoid. 

And what is the lesson? 

We observe, on the part of some of our 
people, a tendency to do things in secret that 
pertain to general work. The tendency, un- 
less checked, will lead to grave disasters. 

Observe the moral principles set forth for 
municipal representatives in the politicial 
editorial we quote. Dare any one say that 
denominational affairs should not be con- 
ducted with the scrupulous care as to fine 
points of morality that politicians are advis- 
ed to observe? Why should politicians be 
more high-toned than Christian gentlemen? 

If “publicity” be the cure even for some of 
the commercial] ills of our country, why 
might it not be the cure for some of our 
church abuses? Why should there be the 
desire to get the business out of the open 
session of a board, or a conference, or an as- 
sociation? And why should there be the oc- 
casional resistance, after a committee has 
made its report, to stating to conference or 
board the grounds for the recommendations 
of the committee; to the effect that “the com- 
mittee had considered all that matter?” 

The affairs of a conference are public prop- 
erty. Nothing is permanently gained by con- 
cealment. 

A conference, an association, a board, an 
institution, all of these bodies represent in- 
terests; and the delegates, members,  trus- 
tees are not handling their own property, but 
the property of others. It is exceedingly 
doubtful if the “rings” and cliques that in- 
fest denominational affairs where there is 
any money at stake or to be handled, do not 
derive their origin and life by the manage- 
ment of these things in secret. 

Brethren should not suppose that church 
affairs are to be conducted like those of a 
secret society. The secrecy of an “order” un- 
doubtedly has its justification and its uses; 
but those uses are not found in the church. 

In church matters, and in political matters, 
the confidence of the public can only be secur- 
ed by emphatic publicity. We do not recom- 
mend to the brethren to put their confidence 
or their money into philanthropies or enter- 
prises that are conducted by a cabal or ring, 
in secret.. Boards and representative bodies 
should cultivate the imparting of light and 
knowledge to the people, in regard to those 
interests placed in their hands. Withhold- 
ing full information often indicates that af. 
fairs have been mismanaged; but this indi- 
cates that the managers have been deceived 
or have been otherwise incapable. And this 
is the very thing that the public should be 
allowed to know; instead of having a strain 
put on them to have confidence in their of- 
ficers notwithstanding their concealment,of 
a part of the business. 

Read the second political editorial again. 
It is rough, but it is true. 


Oruer Marrers or GBNERAL INTEREST ARE: 
The company at Chicago refused to arbitrate 
with its employes, and a great street railway 
strike was begun. The precipitate action of 
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our administration in acknowledging the 
Panama seceders from the republic of Colom- 
bia, just at the time when it suits the inter- 
ests of this government in connection with 
the canal enterprise, excites emphatic atten- 
tion in this country and in Europe, because of 
the protests of this country against the recog- 
nition of the Southern . Confederacy by Eng- 
land or France, in the time of our civil war; 
Charles Francis Adams threatening England 
with war, in case she recogrized the South. 
The Steel Trust closes about 25 per cent of 
its plants, reduces the number of its employees 
10 per cent in the operating departments and 
4 per cent in the executive departments, plans 
to economize in wages after January ist, 20 
per cent, and in the salaries will economize 
30 per cent. The re-election in San Francisco 
of the labor candidate as mayor is of much 
significance. Three students of the Naval 
academy at Annapolis have been expelled for 
hazing. Why cannot other schools have as 
high a moral tone? It is rumored that Co- 
lombia may ask aid of Germany, in the Pan- 
ama matter. The Irish question, in Ireland, 
seems not to have been settled, notwithstand- 
ing the late land act. In Austria-Hungary 
politics are in eruption. It is an artificial 
empire, and should not be sustained. Like- 
wise, Turkey should be driven out of Europe. 
It is charged that Senator Hanna wishes to 
get the place of Senator Morgan in the canal 
committee. Congress meets, but its course 
with reference to Cuba is very uncertain. The 
British representative in Servia has refused 
to receive congratulations .from the represen- 
tative of Servia (on King Edward’s birthday) 
because of the way King Peter secured his 
throne. Good! RBighteousness does not. for- 
sake the earth. ~The ex-slaye pension bill is 
an abomination, but it may make some agita- 
tion. Dowie’s representation of the condition 
of his “Zion” is that it is worth millions more 
than last year; that more than 30,000 people 
were unable to gain admission to his last 
service at Madison Square Garden, New York ; 
and that more than 100,000 people in all were 
turned away from his: various services there. 
However, a number of suits are brought 
against him for debts in Illinois. The ex- 
penses of the Navy of the United States dur- 
irg the current year, in shooting at’ targets, 
have been $1,366,000. When the ships ordered 
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are completed, the responsikle officer estimates 
the target practice as to cost $2,750,000. At 
Chicago the Jews have won their contention 
with the beef packers, with reference to their 
method of slaughtering beef, and beef intended 
for the Jews will be slaughtered according 
to their sanitary usages. Many petitions are 
presented to the~Senate, objecting to the 
membership of Smoot, the Mormon. The yel- 
low fever in Texas is at last under control. 
The Women’s Christian Temperance Union 
has a large convention at Cincinnati. The 
Kaiser’s illness excites apprehensions of can- 
cer. Colombia announces that she will resist 
the secession of Panama, notwithstanding the 
warning of the United States. It may be 
bluster.

ing to interpret. The “Beef Trust” is charged 
with reducing the price paid for cattle, and 
raising the price of meat arbitrarily. The 
United States have 18,080,840 pupils in 
schools. The second. bill introduced in Con- 
gress was one to reestablish the liquor can- 
teen in the army. Write to your congress: 
man a private letter. $30,000,000 were paid 
last year by the people of Russia for the sup- 
port of the state church. Last Sunday fifty 
Cincinnati pulpits were filled by the women 
of the W. C. T. U. They generally spoke on 
the Union. France may take a hand in the 
Panama matter, on account of her sharehold- 
ers in the canal companies. 


Dr. Buckley and Union. 

Rev. Dr. J. M. Buckley is the editor of the 
Christian Advocate, the leading journal of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church; and he is 
one of the greatest men of that denomina 
tion. In his late sermon at Detroit, before 
the National. Epworth - League of 1903, he 


used the following language: 


“We cannot affiliate with the Unitarians, or sly 
other body that does not recognize Christ as king. If 
we are right in our belief and assertion of his king 
ship, they are- unwittingly, if honest, blasphemers. 
If they are right, wé are idolaters.” 

It will be remembered that at the Denver 
convention, held not long before this sermo, 
the Endeavorers had given invitation of un 
ion to the Epworth League.

wy would be willing to receive an honest doubter in 


to the church, but if he dogmatically declares that | 


Christ is mot God, I would be as willing to receive a 
Mormon” = - 
There you have it, in this day of “union” 
and brotherhood. An honest doubter is pref- 
erable te one who denies that Christ is God. 
And if such language had been found some 
where as the expression by the people wh» 
sustain the HeraLp or Gospe. Liserty, using 
such epithets: as “idolaters,” “blasphemers,”’ 
“Mormons,” because of a difference of doctrin- 
al belief. we would. have been severly criti- 


cised. But the young people of the Methodist . 


Church are thus trained. 

But one of the surprising things is that 
Dr. Buckley-seems to imagine that those who 
deny that Christ is God are always identical 
with those who deny his kingship. But we 
would inform Dr. Buckley that. there are 
many followers of Christ who believe that he 
was real king, master, savior, leader, teacher, 
and that he was even “born king of the 
Jews,” who do not believe that God was “born 
king of the Jews.” 

There are many who believe that Christ 
died on the cross, with the inscription over 
him, “Jesus of Nazareth, the king of the 
Jews,” who- do not believe that God died on 
the cross. 

There: are. many who would join us in the 
plaudits of the people.as Jesus was riding in- 
to Jerusalem, “Blessed is the king that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord;” who do not 
believe that Godi rode into Jerusalem that 
day. 

There are many of us who believe that 
“Jesus, existing in the form of God, counted 
not the being on an equality with God a 
thing to be grasped” (Phil.2:6), and that 
“God highly exalted him” after his return. to 
the heavens; who do not believe that God 
could highly exalt himself. 

There are many of us_ who believe that 
Jesus was the only begotten Son of God, by 
whom God made the worlds, and that in him 
all things consist, and that he is the begin- 
ning, “the firstborn of all creation” and “the 
firstborn from the dead” (Col.1:15-18); who 
do not believe that God was ever born or 
dead at all. 


We love the Son of God, Dr. Buckley, as 
certainly as you do; we accept his kingship, 
we crown him, wé bow before him; we trust 
in- him for salvation; we believe that Gol 
has forgiven our sins because of our faith in 
King Jesus, who is “king of kings and lord 
of lords.” And we believe that this King 
Jesus, “when he had made purification of 
sins, sat down on the right hand of the Maj- 
esty on high;” but we do not believe that Goi 
sat down at his own right hand. 

But if Dr. Buckley still feels that he would 
“as willingly receive a Mormon,” we see the 
propriety of the rejection by the Epworth 
League of the advances of the Endeavorers; 
for there are millions. of. Endeavorers who 


believe, just as we do, that Jesus Christ is: 


the only begotten’ Son of God, and we believe 
that these Endeavorers are more worthy of 
fellowship than. typical Mormons. In fact, 
We believe that the Epworth Leaguers them- 


selves probably believe just about as the En-’ 


deavorers do. . 
How can they help it? ‘John says he wrote 






his gospel that men might believe that Jesus 
Christ is' the:Son of God. 
that Endeavorers who denied that Jesus was 
God were no more worthy of fellowship than 
Mormons, he would have said, (John 20:31) 
These are written, that ye may believe that 
Jesus is God; for that would have been a 


doctrine requiring stronger proofs of “signs.” 


But what John wrote was, “But these are 
written, that ye may helieve that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God.” We wonder if 
Dr. Buckley would prefer the fellowship of 
a Mormon, to the fellowship of John. Or 
would he prefer an “honest doubter,” like 
Thomas, whose doctrines John so soon 
corrected. é 

How strange the baptismal scene at Jordan 
would have seemed to Dr. Buckley, where he 
would have seen his God going into the 
water to be beptized by Jehn the Baptist! 
And when Jesus was baptized, and a voice 
came out of the heavens, saying,“This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am _ well pleased,” 
Dr. Buckley would have corrected the heav- 
enly voice by saying, “That is wrong, O God, 
thou shouldst say that this person baptized 
is thyself, in whom thou art well pleased; 
for, O God, a person who denies that Jesus 
Christ is God is no better than a Mormon.” 

However, if Dr. Buckley had been there he 
would probably have dispensed with the voice 
out of the heavens, because the person speak. 
ing did not seem to think the person bap- 
tized was God; no better than a Mormon, 
you see. But still things are queer: for the 
Mormons teach, with Dr. Buckley, that the 
person baptized was God. 

But if Dr. Buckley had been at ‘the Jordan 
baptism, he would have advised his Epworth 
Leaguers not to have received the person who 
uttered the words, “This is my beloved Son,” 
as being no better in his doctrine than most 
Endeavorers, and would ‘have advised the 
Epworth Leaguers rather to receive the Mor- 
mons, who teach on the subject as Dr. Buck- 
ley does. 


The Ohio State Association. 

The Ohio State Christian Association last 
week met at Utica, Licking County, Ohio; a 
pretty village on the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road. The pastor, Rev. O. W. Dyer, managed 
the hospitality, smoothly. 


The Association. now has under its super-. 


vision or control: about | $100,000 worth of 
property ; $70,000 being in the plant and én- 
dowment of Defiance College, which is under 
the watcheare of the Agsociation. In the re- 
port of the treasurer of the Association it was 
pleasant to hear the item read of the pay- 
ment by him of $20,000 to the treasurer of 
Defiance College. It still has large needs, 
and we commend it to the benevolent. 

One encouraging item of progress in the 
Association was the manner of electing offi- 
cers proposed by Rev. O. W. Powers, and 
adopted. Instead of the system of nomination 
by committee, an informal ballot was taken 
for nominations, and true ballots were held 
for the. elections. This is an important re- 
form. For the abuses of the committee prac- 
tice of nominations has reached large propor. 
tions, exciting methods of defeating them 
that were only a degree less objectionable 
than the committee system. 

In our observation of the committee system 
of nominations, covering a third of a century,

election following a nomination by committee 
and the casting of the ballot by the secretary, 
where there was not left in the heart of some 


_ One a sense of suppression. 


The arguments for committee nominations 
and secretary’s balloting are sometimes plaus- 
ible, but they are not sound. 

The point that a committee can more wise 
ly nominate than the general assembly is not 
ingenuous: for the assembly includes in its 
number the very men that must be put on 
the committee. Bésides, the provision is an 
impeachment of the principles of free govern- 
ment; the desire being to get a set of officers 
appointed which the general membership does 
not know enough to select; that is, it is a 
process to defeat the choice of the people, be- 
cause they do not know enough to name their 
own officers. It is the argument of tyrannical 
government everywhere through the ages: the 
people do not know enough to rule them- 
selves. 


Another argument is that the committee 
system saves time. This is true; but the 
election of officers is in every assembly one 
of its most important duties. Less time 
should be spent in hearing papers that are 
appointed sometimes to give favorites a hear- 
ing, and more time to the elections. Hours 
are consumed by papers very often, and min- 
utes bégrudged to elections. And yet the 
elections are the functions which excite sym- 
pathetic interest and activity in behalf of the 
body on the part of various members who 
otherwise are unheard, and _ because of their 
modesty unnoticed. Genuine participation in 
the elections, by a genuine ballot following a 
genuine nomination by the whole meeting, 
gives even the most retiring and modest mem- 
ber of the assembly an opportunity to make 
his membership felt. He becomes aware that 
his presence in the meeting has influence. He 
does not feel that his expense and time used 
in coming to the meeting are a waste. 

This reform inaugurated at the O. S. C. 
Association, we trust will develop until the 
much abused committee system of nomination 
and secretary system of balloting shall have 
disappeared, except in those cases where it is 
certainly known that there is no difference 
of sentiment. 


Important changes and improvements were 
made in the constitution, almost all the com- 
mittee’s suggestions being accepted verbatim. 

Another important step forward was the 
apparent deternfination to manage the 
finances on the strictest business principles. 
‘Fhe Association had, years ago, been some- 
what free in its appropriations; considering 
the deserts of the benefaction rather than 
the fulness of the treasury. Prodigality in 
the work of the Lord is no more justifiable 
than in individual matters, and it will no 
more receive a blessing. A private individual 
has just as much right to be unbusinesslike 


‘in his affairs, and expect the Lord to bless 


him, as a conference or association. We should 
protect the treasury of the Lord; remembering 
that in handling his money we are trustees. 
Even Jesus would not cast himself down 


from the pinnacle of the temple, (trusting 
that God by angels would bear him up), be. 
cause it was not right to tempt God.

The “Next Revival.”

The spirit of prophecy seems to have de- 
scended upon certain good men on both sides 
of the ocean; and the subject of their con- 


fident predictions is what they call “the 


next revival.” In our own land that stal- 
wart patriot and philanthropist, the Rev. 
Dr. Josiah Strong, has published a small vol- 
ume entitled “The Next -Great Awakening,” 
in which he contends that each spiritual 
awakening in modern times has rested on 
some one great special idea, and that it was 
called forth by the special circumstances of 
the time. The Rev. Dr. John Watson, of 
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-Liverpool, the brilliant author of “The Waa 
Brier Bush,” and many other popular works, 


has recently been exercising his prophetic’ 
gifts in an address before the Baptist College 


of Bristol, which is attracting no small at. 
tention. The Liverpool doctor contends that 
such evangelistic movements: as were con. 
ducted by Mr. Moody are now a “spent force 
and his peculiar methods are now obsolete!” 
Instead of a work whose chief purpose is the 
conversion of sinful souls and the quickening 
of spiritual life of believers, Dr. Watson em. 
phasizes the superior claims of a great hu- 
manitarian work for feeding the hungry, im. 
proving the dwellings of the poor, insuring 
fair wages to the laborer, cleansing the slums 
and in all kindred lines of social reform. 
After reading this eloquently constructed 
manifesto I recalled at once a similar pro- 
nouncement made just fifty years ago by that 
distinguished philanthropist, Mr. Charles 
L. Brace, the founder of the Children’s .Aid 
Society and the author of a notable book 
called “Gesta Christi.” At that time the 
Christian people of New York were being 
aroused to the horrible conditions of the 
slums and their wretched occupants; the 
“Five Points House of Industry” and the 
“Old Brewery Mission” had just started, and 
Mr. Brace had launched his admirable Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society. “Here comes the new 
revival!” exclaimed my good friend, Mr. 
Brace, with all the exultation of a spiritual 
Columbus who discovers a new continent 
opened to Christianity. What was the re- 
sult? The sort of social and sanitary re- 
forms which Mr. Brace helped to pioneer has 
been going forward from that day to this, in 
New York, in London, and many another hive 
of population. Mr. Brace made his declara- 
tion in 1853. Five years afterward came the 
wonderful revival of.1858, which spread over 
New York and this whole nation,-and extend- 
ed to Great Britain resulting in the conver. 
sion of multitudes of souls. In 1873 Mr. 
Moody began his great evangelistic cam- 
paigns which were attended with mighty out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit. From that time 
to this upon these churches that have done 
the right kind of preaching, the right kind of 
praying, and the right kind of giving and 
working the divine Spirit has descended in 
full measure. We can assure my dear 
Brother Watson that the Christianity of Cal- 
vary and of Pentecost is good for both the 
bodies and the immortal souls of men; and 
that the aims and methods of such evangelis- 
tic servants of Christ Jesus, as Moody and 
Spurgeon and McNeill and kindred preach- 
ers, are no more a “spent and obsolete force” 
than sunshine and showers are ‘obsolete. 


_God’s world and God’s glorious Gospel are 


big enough for both kinds of revival. 

1. What is the exact meaning of the word 
“revival”? In its true and legitimate sense 
it is the result of the. outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit. It describes a state of things ina 
church or in the community when Christians 
become spiritually-minded and active in good 
works, and the conversions of impenitent 


souls are more than ordinarily numerous. 


Two vitally important phenomena are essel- 
tial to a genuine revival— the Holy Spirit 
quickens believers and the Holy Spirit re 
génerates sinners, and the fruit is a new kind 
of life to both classes. That is the essential 
type and characteristic of all true “awake- 
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ing,” from the days of Pentecost to the pres- 
ent hour. Good men from good motives may 
organize religious methods and machineries, 
but they end in pious clatter unless the “liv- 
ing Spirit is within the wheels.” 

2. Every one who studies carefully both 
the Bible and human nature must acknowl- 
edge that however excellent may be all 
humanitarian philanthropies, yet the seat 
and fountain-head of the evils, the wrongs 
and the miseries is the human heart. That 
carnal heart is at enmity with God and of 
course with godly living. The disease that 
lies at the root in that heart—whether in fine 
mansion or in hovel—is sin, sin, sin. No im- 
pure fountain can send forth sweet waters. 
Jesus Christ “died to save us from our sins.” 
The Holy Spirit is sent to “convince the world 
of sin,” and the apostles never stopped with 
iopping off the twigs of social evils; they 
struck at the roots. It is a noteworthy fact 
that the men who have been the means of the 
mightiest revivals—John Wesley, Whitfield, 
Jonathan Edwards and Charles G. Finney— 
have turned the lightning-flash of divine 
truth on the damnable. nature of sin, and 
made that the prime reason for fleeing to 
Jesus Christ. Would not more of such pun- 
gent preaching—red hot with love of souls—. 
hasten the coveted revivals? 


3. If such genuinely evangelical revivals 
come, one of the fruits of the Spirit will be 
brotherly love. The faith that furnishes no 
food to hungry bodies, or raiment to shiver- 
ing backs, is denounced by the Bible as 
“dead.” How can a man love God if he love 
not his brother man? It is a striking fact 
that so.many of the foremost laborers for the 
conversion of souls have been the foremost in 
the practical philanthropies. which Dr. Wat- 
son commands. For example, on a certain 
sabbath in London I joined with that glorious 
old reformer, Lord Shaftesbury, in a gospel 
service for neglected non-churchgoers and 
during that week I visited the “Ragged 
School” which he had established among the 
poor. outcasts of the “Smithfield” district. 
The Hon. William E. Dodge (our American 
Shaftesbury) was equally ready to labor 
among Pennsylvania coal-miners in an in- 
quiry-meeting, and with New York million- 
aires in sustaining scores of charitable insti- 
tutions. Charles H. Spurgeon, the prince of 
evangelistic preachers, maintained his or- 
phanages and mission schools, and other re- 
formatory agencies; but his chief aim was the 
conversion of souls; for he felt that a clean 
heart was the best guarantee of a clean home, 
a clean deposit in a savings bank, and clean 
living. When Christ’s servants endeavor to 
satisfy hungry souls by filling an empty stom- 
ach—when they are satisfied with paying the 
sons of toil fair wages, and do nothing to 
make them heirs of heaven; when they care 
only for sick and suffering bodies and bring 
no remedies for sin-sick and perishing souls, 
they are guilty of treason to their Master 
and of criminal robbery of those for whom 
Jesus died. May God save his church from 
“revivals” that take no account of Calvary’s 
Cross, or the Day of Judgment, or the tre- 
mendous. realities of eternity! 

4. The most idle waste of breath is to pre- 
dict revivals, My beloved friend, Moody, 
_ Was sometimes tempted to do it and suffered 
a sore disappointment. God is a sovereign 


and takes none of us into his secfet counsels. 
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His kingdom cometh not with observation, or 
by sounding of trumpets. During my forty- 
four years of pastoral experience the most 
cvpious outpourings of the Holy Spirit upon 
my church came when we were not ‘expecting 
them. While neither pastor nor churches 
can predict the seasons of the Spirit’s pecu- 
liar presence, it is their imperative duty to be 
preaching God’s whole message, to be praying 
without ceasing, to be doing Christ’s work 
after Christ’s personal fashion of personal 
effort and then trust our promise-keeping 
tod for showers of blessings as Elijah did on 
Mount Carmel. 


All those material benefits that Dr. Watson 
pleads for are eminently desirable; but they 
are more likely to come when Christ’s Church 
puts spiritual things above secular things, 
and are baptized with the. unselfish and lov- 
ing spirit of our crucified Lord. Humani 
tarian reforms are admirable as far as they 
go; but verily they do not go far enough 
when they stop short of salvation from the 
curse of sin, and stop short of the Cross of 
Jesus, and stop short of a new heart and of 
the life everlasting in heaven. May the. “next 
revival” in our churches be a revival of faith 
in God’s Word and the power of prayer, and 
a revival of holy and unworldly zeal in not 
only saving men’s suffering bodies, but saving 
their immortal souls and their daily lives by 
bringing them to Jesus Christ—a_ revival 





whose glorious results shall last clear 
through eternity!

Man looks outward, onward, and some men, 
sometimes, upward. Ascertain where the eye 
is fixed and you will be able to locate the 
man’s goal. I like to look at that Hebrew 
Christian whé said, “Forgetting the things 
that are behind, and reaching for the things 
that are before, I press toward the mark of 
the prize of God’s heavenly calling in Christ 
Jesus.” I can locate his goal. And ‘when 
you have located a man’s goal you have gone 
far toward the analysis of his character. 
Brethren, is your eye steady? On what is it 
fixed? The enlargement and the increased 
efficiency of conference? Sometimes by a sec- 
ond careful look the gaze is found to be un- 
steady, and what was supposed to be the goal 
is not. One seeks to be eloquent, flowery of 
speech, of pleasing ways, that he may attain 
the highest gift, the most lucrative pulpit 
within the conference domain. Paul says, 
“Covet earnestly the best gifts,” but not for 
gelfish purposes. (Here read the thirteenth 
chapter of 1 Corinthians.) To desire to 
preach well is highly commendable, but to de- 
sire this that self may receive the benefit and 
not Christ, the glory, and the church and the 
world the result and good, is a goal too low 
for the eye of the Christian. 

Again, one’s zeal is quickened by the 
thought that conference will go down and 
he’ll have no place.to preach. If anything 
will render conference weak and put it in a 
waning attitude, it is running toward a goal. 
the inspiration to reach which comes not from 
“the love of Christ constraineth me,” but 
from, “I want the church to prosper, that she 
may be able to give me a support.” Breth- 
ren, hitch your chariot to a star—the Star of 
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Bethlehem—and look where the battle royal 
wages fierce, and, forgetting self, rush to the 
scene of spiritual activity, and the Master 
will clothe you with power and the things 
needful to your earthly comfort will ‘be sup- 
plied; or at least conditions requisite to the 
development of your nobler self will be -fur- 
nished and you will be enriched by being en- 
abled to forget the things behind. Remem- 
ber that in loyal service to Christ you most 
faithfully and most effectually serve your 
conference. It is a worthy goal to desire the 
continued advancement of your conference in 
order that Christ may be glorified in the sal- 
vation of souls. What is the record of the 
past year? How many have you seen trans- 
lated from the kingdom of darkness to the 
kingdom of light? Is this the soul’s delight. 
the cherished purpose of your life, to win souls 
for Christ? Remember those in this race go 
fastest who go often to their knees. Pray for 
Zion’s prosperity; pray for the peace of Jeru- 
salem, and then, enveloped in a holy atmos 
phere of spiritual influences, work for Zion’s 
enlargement, and as you look onward the 
shining goal will allure with wondrous power, 
and, having reached it, you will be glad in 
God.

Isaiah on Mi sions. 

That peer of unsupposable marvels, that prophet 
of unhampered imigration, spoke most optimistic- 
ally of Christ’s kingdom and rule: “Of the increase 
of his government and peace there shall be no end, 
upon the throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to 
establish it, and to uphold it with justice and right- 
eousness from henceforth even forever. The zeal of 
Jehovah of hosts will perform this.” Notice the 
amen, the seal of verity. 

Barnes, in his notes on Isaiah, says: “The word here 
used denotes ardor, intense desire in accomplishing 
an object; and means that the establishment.of this 
kingdom was an object of intense and ardent desire 
on the part of Jehovah. It is also implied that noth- 
ing else than that zeal of Jehovah could do it. We 
may remark here (1). That if Jehovah feels so in- 
tense a desire for this, then the subjects of the Mes- 
siah’s reign should also feel this. (2). If Jehovah 
feels this zeal, and if he will certainly accomplish 
this, then Christians should be encouraged in their 
efforts to spread the gospel. His purpose to do this 
is their only encouragement—and a sufficient encour- 
agement—to excite their zeal in this great and glo- 
rious work.” 

But with his seven leagued boots the prophet strides 
on. His eye is upon “the nations,” the Gentiles, the 
unsaved heathen world. “Thus saith the Lord Jeho- 
vah, Behold I will lift up my hand (to beckon) to the 
nations, and set up my ensign (Christ Jesus) to the 
peoples (of the world, that they may rally around).”

A Mission Study of India. 


BY PRES. L. J. ALDRICH. 

One of the high ideals of the Christian En- 
deavor is the speedy evangelization of heath- 
en lands. Foreign missions as well as home 
missions and Christian education are the live, 
practical problems, the proper solution of 
which will soon bring the world to Christ. 

In niaking a brief study of India, let us 
first of all, put ourselves in sympathy with 
an interesting, yet often sorely distressed 
people—millions almost. unnumbered—our 
brothers and sisters of the far east. 

The Macedonian cry from India is, per- 
haps, stronger to-day and more pathetic than 
that from any other heathen land. India is 
afflicted almost constantly with famine. It 
is the home of the “Black Plague;” the home 
also of false philosophy, cruel caste, idolatry, 
ignorance, and superstition. The people of 
this afflicted land are generally poor, disheart- 
ened, and very immoral. Even the so-called 
“high castes” are not infrequently idlers, 
heartlessly cruel and wicked. 

A Christian missionary’s life in India is, 
therefore, a very hard and trying life. But 
the missionaries, as a rule, are a picked com- 
pany, men and women of rare talent, educa- 
tion and consecration. They meet the grav- 
est dangers and difficulties heroically, and not 
a few instances are on record of those who 
have shown the full Christ spirit—a willing- 
ness to suffer and die for the people they 
would save. Think of the intense heat, the 
unhealthy climate, the heartaches and _ over- 
taxed nerves! Is it any: wonder that mission- 
aries break down under the strain? And yet 
what a labor of love! What a mighty motive 
power—this awful need of suffering India! 
How the love of Christ constrains us to be- 
come harvesters in this ripened field! All 
India should have the gospel. 

-Much has already been accomplished in the 
direction of complete evangelization. Hope- 
ful reforms are being instituted in govern- 
mental affairs under the British regime rep- 
resented by Lord Curzon, the present viceroy. 
Christian civilization finds a cordial welcome, 
especially among the student-classes. And 
Christian schools are rapidly being estab- 
lished in almost every part of the empire. 
The teachers in these schools are, in many 
instances, Christian EXndeavorers, awake to 
their duties and great opportunity. 

Several great Christian Endeavor conven- 
tions have been held during recent years in 
various cities. These conventions have been 
very fruitful. The Y. M. C. A. work has also 


proved in India, as elsewhere, a faithful and 
effective ally of missionary work. The Chris- 
tian converts in this oriental land now num- 
ber many hundred thousand. 

But oh! there are yet so many millions 
without the light of the blessed Christ! There 
are so many that starve every year for both 
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far short of what we might do for these 


needy fellow creatures. However, one of the 


very beautiful and promising things con- 
nected with mission work to-day in India is 
the systematic relief the missionaries take to 
famine-stricken homes and orphan children. 
Thousands of youth whose parents have died 
from plague or famine are literally gathered 
at the mission stations where they are fed, 
clothed and educated. Better than all else, 
the young people usually become earnest 
Christians, and go out as native evangelists 
and teachers to increase the number of suc 
cessful laborers in fields white for the har- 
vest. And how greatly this native force 
could be strengthened if there were more 
money and more missionaries for India! 

What a work may yet be done by the young 
men and women of our churches and Chris- 
tian associations. Let us send our money, 
our prayers, our trained missionaries. also, to 
poor, starving India. Japan, Porto Rico, and 
the home fields may be greatly blessed there- 
by.

The season is at hand when, according to the custom 
of our people, it falls upon the President to appoint a day 
of praise and thanksgiving to God. 

During the last year the Lord has dealt bountifully 
with us, giving us peace at home and abroad, and the 
chance for our citizens to work for their welfare unhin- 
dered by war, famine or plague. It behooves us not only 
t» rejoice greatly because of what has been given us, but 
to accept it with a solemn sense of responsibility, realiz- 
ing that under heaven it rests with us ourselves to show 
that -we are worthy to use aright what has thus been en- 
trusted to our care. In no other place and at no other 
time has the experiment of government of the people, 
by the people, for the people, been tried on so vast a scale 
as here in our “own country in the opening years of the 
twentieth century. Failure would not only be a dreadful 
thing for us, but a dreadful thing for all mankind. be- 
cause it would- mean loss of hope for all who believe in 
the power and the righteousness of liberty. 

Therefore, in thanking God-for the mercies extended 
to us in the past. we beseech Him that He may not with- 
hold them in the future, and that our hearts may _ be 
roused to war steadfastly for good and against all the 
forces of evil, public and private. We pray for strength 
and light. so that in the coming years we may with clean- 
liness. fearlessness and wisdom do our allotted work on 
the earth in such manner as to show that we are not alto- 
gether unworthy of the blessings we have received.

Thus this church is doing as 
wel] as could be expected considering the 
conditions. 

Mr, E. F. Saunders reported 
work at Forest Home. 

Mr. Levi Coodell made partia] report 
from Dakota City. 

Mr. J. King reported for the Clemons 
Church twenty recent additions and a 


good outlook.

Rev. E. E. Bennett read a paper on 
“The Deacon of To-day.” This subject 
was then discussed by Mr. L. Goodell, 
Mr. J. #. Fortner and Rev, C. Summer- 
bell: It was voted to request Rev. Ben- 
nett to send the paper to the HERALD OF 
GosreL Liserty for publication. 

Prof. Joel Myers read a paper. on 
“Synoptical History of the Christian 
Church.” Rev. C. Summerbell made re- 
marks on the subject. 

To Publish a Pamphlet on Christian 
Church History. Moved that this con- 
ference request the editor of the HERrarp 
or GosPet Liserty, Dr. J. J. Summer- 
bell, to revise and have published in 
cheap pamphlet form the latter part of 
N. Summerbell’s Church History, com- 
mencing with the topic, “Nineteenth 
Century,” and bringing it down to date. 

Rev. J. W. Piper delivered the annual 
address, taking as a text, Acts 2:42. 

The address showed that the churen 
ought to realize what it could accomplish 
by utilizing its own powers.:. It should 
give spiritual food to its own commun- 
ity. The pastor should be a good man 
versed in the Scripture. He must know 
the needs of the people. The church 
does not comprehend the help it has in 
a good pastor. The minister should find 
his sermon among his congregation. Let 
the minister be with his people. The 
deacons are: very important in church 
work. They too should know the con- 
gregation, 

The Sunday-school is a very effectual 
means of implanting the word in those 
not particularly interested in the gospel. 
The C. E. fills the gap between the Sun- 
day-school and the church. However, 
the church proper comprehends all these. 
The purpose of the Christian Church is 
to cause all men to know God and that 
his people are one. 


FRIDAY MORNING. 


Dr. D. M. Helfenstein read a paper on 
“Denominational. Loyalty.” He denied 
his belief in denominations and gave 
Scriptural reasons for his position. Since 
not all denominations are right, to teach 


loyalty to each denomination necessarily 
im on some persons. When we have 
union in the true sense we will have 
done with denominations. , 


Committee on Christian Union. 


It was voted to appoint a Committee 
on Christian Union. Revs. Coffin, Sum-- 
merbell, and Myers were appointed. 

Discussion showed a difference between 
denominational bigotry. The Christians 
are a denomination by compulsion of the 
law for incorporation, but in spirit they 
are not denominational. Their name is 
of use for identity. The name has 
Scriptural authority. The subject . as- 
signed was to refer rather to loyalty 
than to denominationalism. 

We urge the right of private judgment 
of the meaning of the Scriptures to indi- 
viduals and deny it to a company of indi- 
viduals who agree on their judgment. 

A motion was pass recommend 
sending Dr. Helfenstein’s paper to the 
HERALD OF GosPEL LisERTy for publica- 
tion. 

Rev. J. C. Grafton read a paper on 
“The Value of City Churches to a De- 
nomination.” He showed them to be 
profitable both financially, numerically, 
and in prestige. The city churches often 
develop quite rapidly. 

Rev. Joel Myers spoke on “The Out- 
look of the Christian Church in Towa.” 
He showed it to be more encouraging 
than for ten years past; urged settled 
pastors; said that old churches which 
had gone down are renewing and new 
fields opening, e. g., Lynnville, - Afton, 
Fairfield and Osceola. © 

“The Relation of Finance to Success- 
ful Mission Work,” was the subject of 
an article by Orpha Adkinson. She urged 
that since “the earth is the Lord’s and 
the fullness thereof,’ money the medium 
of missions is due to the cause. Money 
also represents the personality of the 
sender. 

It was voted to take up the report of 
the Committee on Constitution. 

It was voted to request Rev. J. C. 
Grafton to send his paper on “The Value 
of City Churches to a Denomination,” to 
the Hrratp oF GosPeL LiBerty. for pub- 
lication. 

The conference adopted a constitution. 
by-laws and a number of standing rules. 

The next was a sermon by Rev. E. E, 
Bennett. He argued that the authority 
of the church over the people of its mem- 
bership is at a very. low standard, 

.The matter of literary criticism is at 
high tide. The Bible is to be loved be- 
cause of its own spirit manifested in the 
lives of those who dare to follow it. One 
strength of the Bible is the fact that it 
tells of life as it really is. The critics 
are not living anv better lives than when 
they trusted the Bible, but rather the re- 
verse is true. The sermon was delivered 


‘with Rev. Bennett’s usual vigor. 


EVENING. 


Christian Endeawor Program. 


P. L. Ford read a paper.on the ques- 
tion, “Are the Requirements of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor Pledge in Keeping with 
the Principles of the Christian Church?” 
He showed that there are five points of 
agreement and six of disagreement. be- 
tween the two. 

A part of the program of the confer- 
ence proper was here taken up, and Rev. 
C. Summerbell gave an address on “Pal- 
mer College—Past, Present and Future.” 
He made this impressive by asking the 
old friends of the college to arise, then 
the faculty and graduates, and then the 
students of last ,year who. happened to 
be present.

At Mill Grove there is a house, one-half 
interest of which belongs to the Chris- 
tians; the other half belongs to a private 
individual. We recommend that the Ex- 
ecutive Board, or committee to be ap- 
pointed, investigate, and if there can be 
nothing done toward reviving the work; 
we recommend that the house be sold 
and the proceeds be used toward other 
church extension work.

Suggestions. to Superintendents 
and Teachers 


(Read at the Sunday-school Institute of 
the New York Central Christian Con- 
ference, held at Plainville, N. Y., Oc- 
tober 1-4, 1908, by F. L. Martin, and 
published by request of the confer- 
ence.) 

The Sunday-school is the most impor- 
tant part of the church; for the growth, 


rosperity and progress of the chureh 
depend largely _ the success of the 
Sunday-school. ey should be arm in 


arm with Christ, heart to heart in love 
and the Master’s service. Therefore the 
greatest of care should be exercised in 
selecting a superintendent, one that has 
the Spirit of God in his heart, one that 
understands the Word of God: thorough- 
ly and practices it in his daily life. 

Young people and children are always 
watching the actions of their’ teacher. 
Therefore avoid the very appearance of 
evil in your daily life. Whatever you 
teach, practice. Your appearance and 
character teach more impressively than 
your words. Therefore be accurate, be 
watchful, be Christ-like. 

The child is like the soft clay in the 
hands of the molder, and almost any- 
thing that the teacher desires to make he 
can secure. Therefore with all the more 
care should we walk before them, for 
they will imitate us without any ques- 
tion. 

The first subject of — should be the 
members of our class. t acquainted 
with them individually, so that you can 
more successfully acquaint them with 
the truth you want to teach; become fa- 
miliar with their daily life, their duties, 
their home life, temptations, personal pe- 
culiarities, etc. We must know in order 
te reach our scholar, not only his nature, 
but his environment in his home, in or- 
der that we may minister rightly to his 
spiritual wants. Visit them at their 
homes occasionally, which will help won- 
derfully in leading your class to look 
upon you as their persona] friend. Study 
to keep your class interested. Begin 
your lesson study early in the week; it 
takes time for us to gather its meaning, 
and still more time to prepare to teach 
it. If you take in God’s Word, you 
will in some way give it out as you meet 
your scholars. 

We are always disposed to tell first 
what we consider most important; there- 
fore we should get a true conception of 
the vital points and truths of the lesson. 
We are apt to fall along the line of too 
many ideas crowded into ‘one lesson— 
just as harmful as too many trees plant- 
¢ im a small parcel of ground. Some- 
times one or two thoughts strongly ap- 
plied -mean infinitely more than a crowd

“let the scholar see as well as hear: for 


what a teacher sees, he can make others 
see. Never tell a child what you can 
make the child tell you. To get and 
keep the attention of your class, you 
can do it only by means of something 
that really interests them. If you tell 
an every-day incident, or show a picture 
or use pa and pencil, or ask a ques- 
tion, lead -gradually, but always surely, 
to the lesson you want to teach. 

We always tell something new with 

iar vigor. Therefore we should 
constantly search for new ways to pre- 
sent the dear old story, that. we may ever 
tell it with unfailing earnestness. 

The lessons the Sunday-scheo] teacher 
teaches are old, and they must be old, 
as the tree is old; but the illustrations 
may be new and fresh, as are the leaves 
that clothe the old oak with new glory 
every year. 


There are more stories of adventure in 
the Bible than in any other book of its 
size in the world; it is full of condensed 
love-stories, full of stories of jealousy 
and treachery, full of comedy and trag- 
edy. True, all these stories are con- 
densed; none of them are told at any 
great length, and right there comes the 
opportunity of the Sunday-school teach- 
er to be useful. Seize hold of condensed 
illustrations and study them until you 
understand them, until they live and 
breathe before you; then you have illus- 
trations that are fresh and vital to bring 
to the class. . 

Human life is a great source of illus-- 
trations. I mean your human life which 
you live every day, and the life of the 
people you know and associate with. 

It is ours to apply the great forces 
that God has provided for the enlighten- 
ment of others. The teacher must be 
able to teach effectively a class that has 
not prepared the lesson at home. The 
teacher who says that because the class 
will not prepare, she cannot teach them, 
is a confessed failure. 

Make sure that a substitute teacher is 
engaged if you must be absent. 

No one can succeed as a teacher with- 
out confidence and trust in the pupil. 
Confidence is the very first step in win- 
ning and in inducing confidence. To be 
a successful teacher involves a good deal 
of labor, but why are we Sunday-school 
teachers if we do not mean to work? 


Reviews of the lesson should be brief 
and to ascertain whether or not the lead- 
ing facts of the lesson have been caught 
and retained by the scholars, closing with 
a personal application of the truth. 
Many reviews fail because they are too 
elaborate. Teach your pupils all you 
can about Christ and his kingdom; 
cause them to know. 

Every teacher should carefully study 
Christ as the great model; a careful 
study of all his sayings reveals the 
truth that he avoided the unusual and 
selected the ordinary in daily life. The 
simple, every-day events best serve to 
throw light upon the Word. ‘Thus under- 
standing and believing in and teaching 
the Word of God, we shal] find that we 
have something like that of which David 
spoke when he found that the sword of 
Goliath was in charge of the high priest. 
He said: “Give it to me; there is none 
like it.” And we say as teachers, with 
regard to the Word of God, “Give it to 
me; there is none like it.”

After a candid and careful study 
of the Word of God, Christian unity is 
much to be desired, but there are some 
things even more im nt. It is more 
important that we be honest and live up 
to Bible teaching than it is that we be 
fraternal. God tells us that to obey is 
better than to sacrifice. Is it possible 
for a Free Baptist to maintain his or 
her: self-respect and identify themselves 
with a body of Christians who absolute- 
ly reject what they hold to be an impor- 
tant truth? Or, in other words, what 
business has a person who holds to be- 
liever baptism only and to immersion as 
the only scriptural mode in a o-Bap- 
tist church? Free Baptists who «take 
upon themselves the obligation of mem- 
bership in a pedo-Baptist church which 
believes in and practices unconscious or 
infant baptism, practically endorse the 
practice. The world is justified in tak- 
ing it for granted that we believe in that 
with which we indentify ourselves. By 
membership in a pedo-Baptist church 
one who is a Baptist in belief strength- 
ens and upholds that which he does not 
believe, and what he knows the Bible 
does not. sanction. Are such 
honest? The influence of an individual 
who believes one thing and by his church 
relation stands for another, cannot but 
be injurious. They are belying their 
convictions, which always a ae: 


ous thing to do. No one can lend 
selves to the endorsement of doctrine 


‘dard for 


or practice they believe to be unwarrant- 
ed by the Bible, without certain loss in 
moral qualities. This must be the case 
with those who believe as Free Baptists 
stand. We not only believe that the 
substitution of sprinkling for immersion 
is without warrant in the word of Goa, 
but that such substitution is contrary 
to the plain’ teachings of Christ, and 
therefore must be wrong. As Free Bap- 
tists we believe that the Bible contains 
no sanction for unconscious, or infant, 
baptism and therefore has been and still 
is an injury to the cause of Christ. How 
can a Free Baptist who believes in 
loyalty to Christ, both in doctrine and 
practice, ship in a church 
which endorses practices and defends 
that -which we do not believe in. A firnr 
belief in the fundamental 
the Bible should not be thrust aside for 
a union with a larger, more wealthy,.or 
more influential denomination. .We may 
be and are small numerically, but if. true 
to our . convictions. of duty we may be 
mighty through God to the pulling down 
of the strongholds of the enemy. Christ 
did not. lower the standard of disciple- 
ship when the rich young ruler came to 
him to learn the way of salvation, but 
held it where it belonged, and the young 
man went his. way in sorrow. So let us 
as a people be true to our principles 
and convictions, and lower not our stan- 
popularity, or worldly gain. 
God has blessed us in the past. Our 
record as we look back over it-is one of 
which we can be justly proud. No 
slaveholders admitted to membership in 
any of our churches. Twenty thousand 
we might have had at one time if we 
would ignore the slave question. Thou-

But few of 
our churches but would soon double 
their membership if our standard was 
lowered to suit them, and new churches 


would spring up as by magic under 
such a policy. Small do you say? No 
matter. The little flocks are to have

We should be troubled more over our 
lack of power to bring souls to Christ 
than the smallness of our denomination 
and take courage from the fact that 
we have had a small part in bringing 
the Christian world to a higher plane.

A Baptist cannot take upon himself 
the obligations of membership in a 
church which believes in and _ practices 
infant baptism without oy en- 
dorsing the practice. Such a one may 
say, “I do got believe in the baptism of 
infants,” but the testimony of church 
membership will render ineffective the 
testimony of his lips. The world is jus- 
tifed in taking it for granted that we 
believe in that with which we identify 
ourselves. No man can be a member of 
a Methodist church without lending his 
influence—whatever it may be—to that 
for which the Methodist denomination 
stands. By membership in a pedo-Bap- 
tist church the one’ who is a Baptist in 
belief supports and strengthens that in 
which he theorectically disbelieves. Is 
that honest? 

The influence upon the individual who 
believes one thing and, by his church 
relations, stands for another, cannot but 
be injurious. He is belying his convic- 
tions, always a dangerous thing to do. 
No one can lend himself to the endorse- 
ment of teaching which he believes to 
be unwarranted by the s¢ripture without 
certain loss in moral qualities. The 
must certainly be the case with those 
who are sincere believers in the prin- 
ciples for which Baptist churches stand. 
We do not only believe that the substi- 
tution of sprinkling for imniersion is 
without warrant in the sacred writings, 
but that such substitution is contrary 
to the explicit teaching of Jesus Christ 
and so must be wrong. Baptists not 
only believe that the Bible contains no 
sanction of infant baptism, but this 
practice has been and is an injury to the 
cause of Christ. 


How can oné who is really a Baptist 
tacitly sanction harmful errors, by mem- 
bership in a body which endorses and 
defends that which no Baptist can be- 
lieve? The position which such a one 
occupies is anomalous, misleading, in- 
defensible. Probably the real truth is 
that those who say, “It does not. mat- 
ter,” have no very strong convictions. 
A sturdy belief is not to be thrust aside 
by admiration for a popular preacher, 
by social considerations, or even by a 
tiff with some of our fellow- 
in the church which represents our 
views of doctrine. No one will - deny 
that it makes a vast difference to our 
denomination whether Baptists are 
loyal or disloyal. If we have any rea- 
son for our existence as a ination. 
then those who are Baptists have rea- 
son for being loyal to Baptist . churches. 
If we are to join the church that is 
nearest or where there is the largest 
number of people, or where 
the preaching is most attractive, if we 
are to be opportunists. rather than serv- 


ants of conviction, then the Baptist 
denomination might as well shut up 
shop and go out of business. If, how- 


ever, we have a mission not yet fulfilled, 
if the cause of Christ needs our testi- 
mony in behalf of truths denied or ig- 
hored by otliers, then the man who be- 
Jieves these truths and refuses to stand 
for them is reereant to duty. 
. The way is made easy for Baptists to 
jom other churches, Pedo-Baptist 
churches practically say to them:

As Baptists we firm- 
ly believe that more largely than any 
other people, we are true to the plain 
and explicit teaching of the word of 
God. We can easily understand that a 
Presbyterian may honestly believe the 
same thing of his own church. What we 
cannot understand. is how a man who 
has ‘an honest belief should seek a home 
in a church which does not represent 
his convictions. It does make a differ- 
ence whether we are true or false to our 
interpretation of the teaching and ex- 
ample of Jesus Christ.—The Standard

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A Question of Polity. 


The Universalist Convention, whicn 
was held in Washington, D. C., last 
week, decided that its general super- 
intendent shall be elected, not by the 
convention, but by a board of trustees, 


‘and. shall act entirely under the direc- 


tion of the board. The convention was 
almost evenly divided on the question, 
which is similar to ome that for some 
time has been before our societies. They, 
too, have been divided as to whether 
their secretaries should be chosen by the 
whole body, or by the boards chosen by 
the whole body. On one side is the ar- 
gument that the salaried officers should 
be selected by those best acquainted with 
the requirements of the office, as is the 
custom in railroad, bank and other busi- 
ness corporations. On the other side is 
the jealousy for the democracy of the 
churches, and the fear lest the man 

ment of their most important affairs 
shall fall into the hands of a few, even 
though those few are their own choice. 
Considerable discussion is still in order 
before Congregational polity in admin- 
istering the affairs which belong to all 
the churches can be authoritatively de- 
fined.—Congregationalist, -Nov. 7, 1903.
